IMPERIAL Mm 
GO. FIRMLY. DENIES 
‘BIG OIL STRIKE 


Specific and detailed denlai of a 
strike of oil in any quantity at the 
Ribstione test well of the -Imperial 
Oil Limited, near the Alberta-Saskat- 
chewan boundary ‘line is given by 
Manager T. Draper of the Imperial 
Oil, Limied, in charge of western op- 
erations. of the big eempany, at the 
Calgary headquarters. 

Mr. Draper’ made. the detailed 
stagament ithe presence of Ai F! 
Applegate, head driller, who had just 
got. back to Calgary from superinten- 
ding operations at the Ribstone we! 
north of Chauvin. 

Mr.. Draper Said: The crew at our 
Ribstone well drilled out. the ‘cement 
plug set above the oil sand: The ten- 
inch casing was cemented at 1870 
feet and we found the top of the 
cement plug was 45 feet above the 
bottom. The water test showed the 
easing was tight and all water shut 
off. After the cement plug was ‘drilled 
out Thursday night, the crew spent 
Friday bailing out’ the rotary | mud 
and had all the mud out by 6 p.m. 


| Friday. 


“The crew then continued to bail 
the well once every hour up to 8 a.m. 
Saturday. Each time the well was 
bailed, the bailer brought up “about 
20 feet of fluid of which about 75 
per cent was water and 5 per cent a 
black oil of, probably 18 degrees 
Baume gravity. We estimate’ from 
bailing so far that the well would 
make about five barrels of oil ver 
24 hours, but we are continuing to 
bail in’ an endeavor to exhaust the 
water coming in with the .oil and also 
to see if we cannot increase, the oil 
production. We intend to do this for 
eight or ten days, and if the well is 
not then satisfactory, we probably 
will drill deeper. 

“This,"’ concluded Mr. Draper “is 
exactly the information we have for- 
warded to the Toronto office.” 

Mr. Draper added that it was pos- 
sible that some the water was 
from the rotary drilling mud which 
had pressed back into the oil sand. 
To this, My. Applegate contributed 
the comment that if the water could 
be exhausted and more. oil sucked up 
from the sand, the well could be 
brought up to as much as 25 barrels, 
and it would ,exceed all expectations 
from the showings. so far obtained.

Perched high in a firmament of 
stars, the Moon Lady sat in all her 
glory, ,reclining on the crescent of 
the new moon; a picture of beauty 
in her glittering robes.

When 
she sang “My home town” the last 
words had scarce died on her lips, as 
the ‘crowd burst forth thunderous 
applause; and although assisting 
all. the many chorus: numbers, 
working under heavy strain, she was 
obliged’ to repeat. Wainwright 
certainly fortunate in having’ as one 
of its citizens an artist with the talent 
of Mrs. Hudson, and the 
surely recognised this. 

Act two opened in 
setting and chorus with the

JUDGING SEED GRAIN 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 

In judging seed grain the judge 
keeps constantly in mind those fac- 
tors which go to make grain of great- 
est value for seeding purposes. He 
must have in mind a clear-cut defin- 
ition of what good seed gtain really 
is. This may be defined as grain which 
is free from seeds of weeds as well 
as other kinds and varieties of cul- 
tivated grain and from all inert mat- 
ter; it should be bright, free from 
mustiness, af reasonably good colour, 
plump and uniform in size; it should 
be free from damage due to: severe 
threshing or other causes, and should 
show no signs of disease. 

In ‘close competitions, where the 
number of exhibits is: large and the 
quality of a high order, the judge is 
required to make very fine discrim- 
inations, but if he, has a keen eye and 
‘the ability to halance values, he 18 
nsually able to find merits in some} - 
samples which are lacking in others. 
Those who have judged, especially at 
the larger exhibitions, will recall in- 
stances where overly-enthusiastic ex- 
hibitors damaged their Samples in 
endeavoring to make them appear 
particularly ‘plump and to inerease 
the’ weight-per~measured-bushel. ‘The 
most common danger arises from the 
practice. of “clipping” @rains intend- 
ed for exhibition. This “clipping” 
Process usually consists ‘in’ placing 
the grain in a tub or other receptacle 
and, “chopping,” the grain with, a 
spade in order’ to remove the ‘unfilled 
tips of the kernels. This applies par- 
ticularly, of course, to oats and bar- 
ley samples, This “clipping,” if not 
carried to excess, may do little harm, 
but it is often overdone, with the re- 
sult that the ends of the kernels are 
exposed, if not actually broken, Such 
‘grdin*is not considered’ as desirable 
for seed as is grain which is left in 
a more natural state, may be penal- 
ized severely. 

It is seldom possible to’ make ger- 
mination tests of seed in advance of 
an exhibition so the judge must ex- 
amine the grain closely for any evi- 
dence of low vitality. It is not possi- 
ble to detect slight: differences in 
vitality between samples, but where
